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ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

SECOND  SUMMER  SESSION. 

The  second  Summer  Session  of  the  "West  Tennessee  State  Nor- 
mal School  will  open  Monday,  June  8,  1914,  at  8  A.M.,  and  con- 
tinue six  weeks,  closing  July  17.  The  purpose  of  the  Summer 
School  is  to  give  to  teachers,  especially  those  of  West  Tennessee, 
the  opportunity  for  study  and  improvement  during  the  vacation 
period.  The  work  will  be  arranged  so  that  teachers  can  add  to 
their  scholarship  and  professional  equipment  by  taking  regular 
or  review  courses.  The  Summer  Session  will  also  give  oppor- 
tunity to  ambitious  students  to  earn  additional  credits  on  regu- 
lar courses,  thus  shortening  the  time  required  for  certification; 
and  to  students  who  have  failed  to  do  satisfactorily  the  work  in 
any  term  to  overcome  their  deficiencies  and  continue  their 
studies. 

The  success  of  the  first  Summer  Session  in  1913  exceeded  the 
expectations  of  the  school  authorities,  and  they  are  determined 
that  the  coming  session  shall  offer  greater  opportunities  to  teach- 
ers and  shall  reaeh  an  even  higher  measure  of  success. 

With  the  experience  of  the  past  summer,  with  a  fuller  appre- 
ciation of  the  desires  and  needs  of  the  teachers  of  this  section, 
the  Normal  School  will  offer  the  most  attractive  courses  of  study 
and  will  make  arrangements  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of 
all  who  attend. 

ADVANTAGES   OP   THE   SUMMER   SCHOOL. 

The  complete  facilities  of  the  Normal  School  are  offered  to 
all  who  attend,  without  tuition  charges,  except  that  a  fee  of 
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$10.00  for  the  Summer  Session  is  charged  to  persons  not  resi- 
dents of  Tennessee.    Among  the  facilities  are : 

1.  A  superior  faculty  of  trained  men  and  women,  specialists 
in  educational  work  and  deeply  interested  in  the  teachers 
and  schools  of  the  State. 

2.  Well  organized  departments  of  Education,  English,  His- 
tory, Mathematics,  Ancient  Languages,  Modern  Languages, 
Physics,  Chemistry,  Biology,  Geography,  Agriculture, 
Home  Economics,  Manual  Training,  Drawing,  Music  and 
Commercial  Branches. 

3.  Modern  and  well-equipped  laboratories  in  Chemistry, 
Physics,  Biology,  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics. 

4.  Special  courses  in  Cooking,  Sewing,  Manual  Training, 
Drawing,  Commercial  Branches,  School  Music,  and  School 
and  Home  Sanitation. 

This  bulletin  is  being  sent  to  all  teachers  in  West  Tennessee 
whose  names  and  addresses  the  Normal  School  has  been  able  to 
secure.

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GENERAL   INFORMATION. 

ROOMS  AND  BOARD. 

The  Normal  School  can  take  care  of  240  young  women  in  the 
Women's  Dormitory,  and  at  least  100  more  in  comfortable  rooms 
in  the  main  building  and  in  rented  houses  close  to  the  campus. 

Accommodations  for  50  young  men  can  be  provided  in  Prescott 
Flats,  just  off  the  campus,  and  50  more  can  be  taken  care  of 
in  Messiek  School,  which  is  within  ten  or  fifteen  minutes'  walk 
of  the  Normal  School. 

In  addition  to  these  boarding  arrangements  directly  under 
the  control  of  the  school  authorities,  homes  can  be  secured  for 
a  large  number  of  students  in  private  families  within  five  to 
tweny  minutes '  walk  of  the  campus. 

Rooms  will  be  reserved  in  the  order  of  their  application.  Those 
who  write  first  will  be  given  places  in  the  school  dormitories  and 
those  writing  later  will  be  assigned  to  rooms  in  the  main  build- 
ing or  to  private  families.  A  deposit  fee  of  $3.00  is  required  of 
all  who  make  reservations  for  the  Summer  Session,  and  no  reser- 
vation will  be  made  without  this  deposit.  The  $3.00  will  be  cred- 
ited on  the  total  expenses  of  the  summer  and  will  be  refunded 
if  notice  of  inability  to  come  is  given  the  school  authorities 
within  ten  days  of  the  opening  of  the  Summer  Session.  Rooms 
thus  reserved  will  be  held  until  "Wednesday,  June  10,  and  will 
then  be  let  to  other  parties  unless  notification  comes  from  orig- 
inal applicants  that  they  are  coming  at  a  later  date. 

It  is  very  important  that  those  who  expect  to  attend  the 
Slimmer  Term  should  write  the  President  and  reserve  rooms  as 
soon  as  it  is  definitely  determined  to  attend.  Arrangements 
will  be  made  for  all  who  come,  but  choice  of  rooms  will  be  ac- 
corded to  those  who  make  the  first  application.  The  rooms  in 
the  dormitory  are  more  convenient,  and  those  under  the  control 
of  the  school  are  more  economical;  hence  the  importance  of 
early  reservations. 

Booms  in  Dormitory  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  stu- 
dents op  Summer  Session  not  earlier  than  Saturday,  June  6, 
3  P.M. 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  SUMMER  TERM. 

The  total  expenses  of  the  Summer  Session  of  six  weeks  for 
Tennessee  students  who  secure  rooms  in  the  school  dormitories 
will  amount  to  $22.00,  as  follows :

Students  not  residents  of  Tennessee  will  be  charged  $10.00 
tuition. 
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All  fees  must  be  paid  on  entrance. 

Homes  in  private  families,  including  lodging  and  two  meals  a 
day,  can  be  secured  for  $20  to  $30,  and  lunch  can  be  secured  at 
the  school  dining  hall  or  restaurants  near  the  school  for  twenty 
or  twenty-five  cents. 

WHAT   STUDENTS   FURNISH. 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  of  the  dormitory  are 
furnished  by  the  school.  Single  beds  are  used  almost  exclusively. 
Students  furnish  their  own  pillows,  bed  linen,  bed  cover,  towels, 
etc. 

REDUCED    RAILROAD    RATES. 

Application  has  been  made  for  reduced  railroad  rates,  and  it  is 
very  probable  that  they  will  be  granted.  Tickets  will  be  on  sale 
June  6,  7  and  8  and  June  14  and  15.  If  railroad  agents  where 
tickets  are  purchased  have  no  instruction  as  to  rates,  purchasers 
should  take  certificate-receipts  in  order  to  secure  the  benefit  of 
reduction  on  return  tickets. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

As  will  be  noticed  under  separate  heading,  we  have  arranged 
for  a  series  of  performance  of  the  Coburn  Shakespearean  Players. 
In  addition  to  this,  there  will  be  a  large  number  of  special  enter- 
tainments and  lectures.  The  libraries  of  Memphis  have  been 
thrown  open  for  the  use  of  our  students,  and  every  facility  will 
be  given  for  research  and  investigation. 

The  manufacturing  and  business  enterprises  invite  the  students 
to  go  through  their  establishments  and  witness  their  methods  of 
operation.  This,  in  itself,  would  be  a  great  education  to  the 
visiting  teacher. 

A  series  of  excursions  to  the  parks  and  interesting  points  about 
Memphis  has  been  planned  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  regular 
work  of  the  school. 

The  Business  Men 's  Club  last  summer  complimented  the  entire 
school  with  a  most  delightful  river  trip.  We  are  assured  by  the 
Secretary  of  that  organization  that  they  are  planning  to  do  some- 
thing equally  as  good  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  students  again 
this  summer  and  we  can  count  on  the  most  hospitable  entertain- 
ment at  their  hands. 

COBURN  PLAYERS. 

The  Normal  School  is  glad  to  announce  that  all  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  second  annual  appearance  of  the  Coburn 
Outdoor  Players  for  three  performances  on  the  Normal  School 
Campus  the  evening  of  June  19  and  matinee  and  evening  June  20. 
These  players  need  no  introduction  to  the  Normal  School  or  to 
Memphis  playgoers,  for  their  appearance  here  last  summer  was 
an  artistic  and  dramatic  triumph.  It  is  hoped  to  make  these 
outdoor  plays  an  annual  feature  of  the  Summer  Session  of  the 
Normal  School. 
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The  literary  clubs  of  Memphis  are  again  co-operating  with  the 
Normal  School  in  bringing  this  Shakespearean  company  here. 
The  three  plays  chosen  for  this  summer  are  "Hamlet,"  "As  You 
Like  It,"  and  Percy  Maekaye's  great  production,  "Joan  of 
Arc,"  written  for  and  produced  by  Maud  Adams  and  company 
on  the  Harvard  Campus  two  seasons  ago. 

The  Coburn  Players  Company  is  made  up  of  thirty  metropol- 
itan actors  drawn  from  the  leading  Broadway  productions. 

MAMMOTH    CAVE   TRIP. 

The  Louisville  &  Nashville  Eailroad  has  arranged  a  special 
excursion  at  very  cheap  rates  to  the  famous  Mammoth  Cave 
of  Kentucky  for  the  students  of  the  Summer  School. 

It  is  planned  to  leave  Memphis  Friday  morning,  July  3,  and 
return  Saturday  evening.  Both  the  long  and  short  trips  in  the 
Cave  will  be  made,  one  Friday  night,  the  other  Saturday  morning. 

The  entire  cost  of  the  trip,  including  railroad  fare,  meals,  lodg- 
ing Friday  night,  and  entrance  to  the  Cave  for  the  two  trips,  will 
be  only  $12.00. 

This  excursion  has  been  arranged  expressly  for  the  Normal 
School,  as  it  is  believed  that  many  teachers  would  appreciate  the 
opportunity  of  a  visit  to  the  greatest  natural  wonder  in  our  sec- 
tion of  country. 

The  party  wiU  be  chaperoned  by  members  of  the  Normal  School 
Faculty. 
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TEEMS  OF  ADMISSION. 

Statutory  Provisions. — Under  the  provisions  of  the  law  estab- 
lishing the  State  Normal  School,  all  white  males  or  females  resi- 
dent in  the  State  of  Tennessee  and  not  under  sixteen  years  of 
age  are  eligible  for  admission,  provided  they  shall  pledge  them- 
selves to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the  State,  within  six  years  after 
leaving  the  school,  for  as  long  a  time  as  they  shall  have  attended 
the  school. 

Health. — No  applicant  will  be  admitted  who  cannot  furnish 
evidence  of  being  physically  sound,  free  from  contagious  or  in- 
fectious disease,  and  from  chronic  defects  that  would  prevent 
satisfactory  work  as  a  student  or  militate  against  success  as  a 
teacher. 

Character. — Every  applicant  for  admission  must  present  a  cer- 
tificate of  good  moral  character  signed  by  a  responsible  person. 
The  State  is  under  obligation  for  the  professional  training  of  no 
person  that  is  not  qualified  to  exert  a  wholesome  spiritual  influ- 
ence upon  the  lives  of  children. 

Scholastic  Requirements. — For  admission  to  the  Academic 
Course  the  applicant  must  have  completed  the  elementary  school 
course.  For  admission  to  the  Normal  Course,  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school  of  the  first  class,  or  equivalent  scholarship, 
is  required.  Work  done  in  an  approved  high  school  or  college 
will  be  accredited  for  advanced  standing,  but  the  certificate  or 
diploma  of  the  State  Normal  School  will  not  be  awarded  for  less 
than  one  year's  resident  work. 

Fees. — Tuition  is  entirely  free  to  all  students  resident  in  Ten- 
nessee. Students  not  resident  in  Tennessee  are  required  to  pay  a 
tuition  fee  of  $10.00  for  the  Summer  Session.  The  registration 
fee  of  $2.00  is  payable  by  all  students.  All  fees  must  be  paid 
before  matriculation. 


COUBSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  State  Normal  School  offers  two  regular  courses,  as  follows : 

1.  The  Academic  Course  of  four  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each. 
This  course  is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  elementary  schools,  and 
for  admission  to  it,  the  applicant  must  have  finished  at  least  the 
elementary  course  prescribed  for  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 

At  the  completion  of  the  course  the  student  is  given  a  certifi- 
cate, which  is  acceped  as  a  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary 
public  schools  of  any  county  in  Tennessee  without  examination, 
or  which  will  admit  to  the  Normal  Course  in  any  of  the  State 
Normal  Schools. 

2.  The  Normal  Course  of  two  years  of  thirty-six  weeks  each. 
This  course  is  to  prepare  teachers  for  the  public  schools  of  the 
State,  and  for  admission  to  it  the  applicant  must  have  finished 
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the  course  prescribed  for  the  certified  county  high  schools  of  the 
first  class,  or  for  city  high  schools  requiring  four  years  for  gradu- 
ation and  approved  by  the  State  High  School  Inspector;  the 
Academic  Course  of  any  of  the  State  Normal  Schools,  or  some 
course  requiring  equivalent  scholarship,  to  be  determined  by 
examination. 

The  completion  of  the  Normal  Course  entitles  the  student  to  a 
diploma,  which  is  a  life  certificate  of  qualification  to  teach  in  any 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  State  except  High  Schools  of  the  first 
class,  under  the  regulations  mentioned  below. 


NOEMAL    SCHOOL    CERTIFICATES. 

Chapter  40  of  the  Acts  of  1913,  which  provides  for  the  Uniform 
Examination  and  Certification  of  Teachers,  states: 

i '  Professional  certificates  shall  be  issued  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  as  follows : 

1.  An  elementary  certificate  of  the  first  grade  to  the  appli- 
cant who  has  completed  the  Academic  Course  of  the  State  Normal 
Schools. 

2.  A  certificate  good  in  all  schools  except  high  schools  of  the 
first  class  to  the  applicant  who  has  completed  the  Normal  Course 
of  the  State  Normal  Schools. 

It  also  provides  that — 

"  All  certificates  granted  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  on  diplomas  or  degrees  from  institutions  of  learning 
shall  be  good  in  any  county  of  the  State ;"  and  further  that — 

"The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  shall,  with 
the  help  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  prepare  and  announce 
courses  of  study  for  persons  holding  the  elementary  certificate  of 
the  first  grade  and  for  persons  holding  the  high  school  certifi- 
cate of  the  first  grade,  such  courses  to  cover  the  principal  sub- 
jects named  in  the  certificates;  and  any  person  who  completes 
either  of  these  courses  and  passes  the  required  examination  upon 
the  subjects  contained  in  it  shall  be  granted  a  permanent  certifi- 
cate of  the  same  class  and  grade ;  but  permanent  certificates  shall 
be  revoked  if  the  holders  shall  discontinue  school  work  for  more 
than  three  successive  years,  and  if  they  fail  to  attend  institutes 
and  do  the  work  of  the  Reading  Circle,  or  meet  other  requirements 
as  prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
and  the  State  Board  of  Education." 


RENEWAL   OF    CERTIFICATES. 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Hon.  S.  H. 
Thompson,  authorizes  the  following  announcement: 

Teachers  who  hold  certificates  for  the  school  year  ending  June 
30, 1914,  and  who  have  been  teaching  on  them  during  the  current 
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school  year,  and  teachers  actively  engaged  in  teaching  in  towns 
of  7,500  or  less  population  who  under  the  old  law  are  not  required 
to  hold  county  certificates,  may  have  their  certificates  or  teaching 
licenses  renewed,  provided  they  attend  the  Summer  Session  of  the 
State  Normal  School  or  State  University  in  1914  and  take  three 
regular  courses,  making  passing  grades  thereon,  and  receiving  the 
recommendation  of  the  President  of  the  School.  These  teachers 
will  not  be  required  to  take  the  examination  on  the  Reading  Circle 
books,  the  courses  in  the  State  Schools  being  accepted  as  a  sub- 
stitute therefor. 


STATE  CERTIFICATES. 

For  the  convenience  and  information  of  teachers  we  reproduce 
the  following  from  a  circular  of  information  issued  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction : 

"Two  classes  of  certificates  are  recognized  in  Tennessee,  ele- 
mentary and  high  school  certificates.  Examinations  for  certifi- 
cates will  be  held — the  first  on  May  14  and  15,  1914,  the  second 
on  July  16  and  17,  1914.  These  examinations  will  be  held  at  the 
county  seat  in  each  county,  at  each  of  the  State  Normal  Schools 
and  at  the  Summer  School  of  the  South,  University  of  Tennes- 
see.'J

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DETAILED  STATEMENT 

OF 

COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  THE  SUMMER  SCHOOL. 
GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

In  arranging  the  Course  of  Study  for  the  Summer  Session  of 
the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School  the  Faculty  has  kept 
in  mind  particularly  that  class  of  students  who  desire  to  do  a 
serious  grade  of  school  work  for  six  weeks,  work  for  which  they 
will  receive  full  credit,  not  only  on  certificates,  but  for  gradua- 
tion from  the  full  course  at  the  School.  It  will  be  observed  that 
a  majority  of  the  courses  to  be  given  are  the  regular  courses 
offered  by  the  school  during  the  other  school  terms.  These 
classes  will  cover  in  six  weeks,  by  reciting  double  periods,  what 
is  covered  in  the  regular  terms  in  twelve  weeks.  Reviews  will 
also  be  offered  in  the  common  school  subjects,  review  recitations 
being  single  periods,  five  days  a  week. 

CREDITS. 

The  maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student  may  secure 
during  the  Summer  Session  is  ten,  and  students  should  arrange 
their  courses  so  as  to  secure  the  maximum.  Two  regular  double 
period  courses  of  Academic  Work  and  one  review  course,  or  two 
double  period  courses  of  Normal  School  work  and  two  review 
courses,  or  three  double  period  courses  of  Normal  School  work 
are  suggested  as  satisfactory  schedules  and  as  entitling  the  stu- 
dent to  the  maximum  or  approximately  the  maximum  number  of 
credits  permitted. 

The  full  quarter's  credit  will  be  given  for  the  double  period 
classes.  Not  more  than  two  credits  will  be  allowed  for  a  review 
course,  and  no  credit  will  be  given  for  Reading  Circle  work.  As 
stated  above,  the  maximum  number  of  credits  which  a  student 
may  secure  during  the  Summer  Session  is  ten,  and  no  student 
will  be  allowed  to  register  for  more,  except  by  consent  of  the 
Committee  on  Credits. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  visit  classes  in  which  they  are 
not  regularly  enrolled,  except  upon  presentation  of  card  issued 
by  the  President  or  Dean,  and  no  card  will  be  issued  for  visiting 
the  same  class  more  than  once.  Certificates  of  attendance  will 
not  be  issued  nor  will  credit  be  given  to  those  not  completing  the 
entire  term's  work  and  taking  the  final  examinations. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  institution  to  make  the  Summer  Ses- 
sion a  real  school  and  to  discourage  rapid  reviews,  * '  cramming, ' ' 
and  any  other  superficial,  learn-quick  processes .

This  course  will  include 
a  study  of  the  fundamental  problems  of  school  management, 
the  philosophy  of  discipline,  the  recitation,  school  buildings 
and  grounds,  school  government,  etc.

As  far  as 
time  will  permit,  illustrative  laboratory  experiments  will  be 
carried  out.

The  following 
topics  will  be  considered:  the  higher  emotions;  complex  ac- 
tion ;  abnormal  psychology.  Problems  relating  to  the  abnormal 
child  as  found  in  the  school  room  will  be  discussed.  The  char- 
acteristics of  dream-consciousness,  the  phenomena  of  sugges- 
tion (hypnotism,  telepathy,  mental  therapy,  etc.),  and  the 
various  forms  of  insanity  will  be  carefully  studied,  making  free 
use  of  reference  works.

The  lives  of  the  leading  educators 
of  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  are 
reviewed,  and  special  attention  is  paid  to  whatever  permanent 
influence  their  writings  and  work  have  had  on  educational 
thought  and  practice.

This 
course  will  embrace  a  discussion  of  the  value  and  uses  of 
source  material,  map  work,  influence  of  geography  upon  his- 
tory, methods  of  teaching  history  in  the  grades,  courses  of 
study  for  various  grades,  uses  of  the  text-book,  the  essentials 
of  a  good  text-book  in  history,  forces  and  movements  in  his- 
tory, interpretation.  Type  lessons  will  be  given  as  illustra- 
tions of  methods  of  handling  certain  phases  of  our  history.

SCIENCE. 
Laboratory  Equipment. 
The  Normal  School  has  well  equipped  laboratories  for  the 
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use  of  the  different  departments  of  science.  The  chemical  and 
physical  laboratories  are  situated  at  opposite  ends  of  the  main 
building,  and  each  has  for  its  exclusive  use  three  large,  well 
appointed  rooms.  Each  has  its  own  lecture  room  and  two 
large  rooms  for  general  laboratory  purposes.  The  rooms  have 
been  fitted  up  with  necessary  apparatus  for  the  study  of  these 
sciences.  Gas,  hot  and  cold  water  and  compressed  air  are  fur- 
nished all  the  laboratories. 

Besides  the  ordinary  apparatus  for  students'  use  the  physical 
laboratory  is  provided  with  such  special  pieces  as  Atwood's 
machine  for  falling  bodies,  an  oil  seal  vacuum  pump,  a  high 
grade  'barometer,  optical  disc,  universal  projectoscope,  high 
grade  spectroscope,  Wimshurst  electrostatic  machine,  milli- 
anmeter,  milli-bolt  meter,  storage  'batteries,  six-inch  spark 
induction  coil,  vacuum  tubes,  apparatus  for  the  X-ray,  dynamo, 
motor,  etc. 

The  chemical  laboratory  contains  a  complete  ventilating  sys- 
tem for  the  removal  of  noxious  gases,  distillation  apparatus  for 
an  ample  supply  of  pure  water,  acid  proof  desk  top,  complete 
sets  of  individual  re-agent  hottles,  two  high  grade  Becker  ana- 
lytical balances,  Babcock  milk  testing  outfit,  apparatus  for  an- 
alysis of  water,  milk  and  other  food  products,  and  adequate 
chemical  supplies  for  all  courses  offered. 

The  biological  laboratory  has  Ibeen  fitted  up  with  tables  for 
students '  use,  provided  with  compound  microscopes,  dissecting 
instruments,  microtome,  biological  specimens,  and  all  other 
apparatus  and  equipment  needed  in  the  operation  of  the  labo- 
ratory. 

The  agricultural  equipment  consists  of  forty  acres  of  land 
which  is  being  prepared  and  used  for  experimental  and  dem- 
onstration plots,  school  gardens  and  a  general  farm  scheme. 
Necessary  implements  for  operating  a  general  farm  have  been 
provided. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICS  AND  PHYSIOGRAPHY. 
Professor  Manning. 

Note. — The  constantly  increasing  complexity  of  farm  machin- 
ery and  household  appliances  makes  the  knowledge  of  ele- 
mentary physics  well-nigh  indispensable  to  the  average  man 
and  woman. 

PHYSICS  III.  a.— Mechanics. 

Text:  Millikan  &  Gale's  A  First  Course  in  Physics.  Only  one 
course  in  Physics  will  be  offered  in  the  Summer  School.  This 
will  probably  he  a  course  in  Mechanics,  the  equivalent  of 
Academic  III  a,  given  during  the  Fall  term.  It  will  consist  of 
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lectures  with  demonstrations,  recitations  and  laboratory 
work.  The  laboratory  work  will  be  kept  parallel  with  the 
text-book  work  and  lecture  work.  Three  periods  of  five  min- 
utes each  will  be  given  to  lecture  and  recitation,  and  two 
double  periods  of  150  minutes  each  will  be  given  to  labora- 
tory work  each  week.  It  is  expected  that  the  course  will 
cover  the  work  outlined  in  the  text  as  far  as  page  153.  While 
it  is  expected  that  most  of  those  who  elect  this  course  will 
have  had  Physics  as  it  is  given  in  the  secondary  school,  the 
course  is  planned  mainly  for  beginners. 

A  course  in  Magnetism  and  Electricity,  the  equivalent  of 
Academic  Illb,  may  foe  given  instead  of  the  course  in  Mechan- 
ics, if  those  applying  should  prefer  it,  and  if  they  are  pre- 
pared for  that  course.

Lecture  (M.,  W.,  F.)— Room  7,  10:15  A.M. 

Laboratory  (Tu.,  Th.)— Room  11,  10:15  A.M.,  3:45  P.M. 
GEOGRAPHY.— A  Revieiv  Course. 

Text:  Frye's  Higher  Geography.  While  this  course  is  ex- 
pected to  present  a  rapid  review  of  the  subject-matter  already 
learned  in  the  common  schools,  it  is  important  to  note  that  this 
review  will  be  given  from  the  view-point  of  the  teacher,  empha- 
sizing the  logical  sequence  of  the  work  and  the  method  of  pres- 
entation. Throughout  the  course  it  is  expected  that  the  subject 
be  so  presented  as  to  show  that  geography  is  a  knowledge  of 
the  earth  as  the  home  of  man,  furnishing  the  conditions  and 
means  of  working  and  living  in  a  world  alive  and  progressing. 
Beginning  with  a  consideration  of  home  geography,  or  that 
of  the  child's  experience,  the  class  will  pass  rapidly  to  a  study 
of  the  continents  and  world  relations.  As  far  as  possible,  the 
course  will  emphasize  physiographic  geography.  The  work  will 
be  illustrated  with  stereopticon  views. 

Five  single  periods  a  week — two  credits.

GEOLOGY  OF  TENNESSEE.— A  Review  Course  for  Teachers. 
Text:  Safford  &  Killebrew's  Geology  of  Tennessee.  A  study 
of  earth  forms  and  structures  in  the  light  of  the  causes  that 
have  produced  them.  While  the  course  is,  in  a  sense,  general, 
the  laws  and  principles  are  constantly  applied  in  explaining 
the  origin  and  development  of  the  topographic  forms  and 
structural  developments  observed  in  Tennessee.  The  text  of 
Safford  and  Killebrew  will  be  used  in  connection  with  some 
good  high  school  text  that  gives  an  up-to-date  treatment  of  the 
subject.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  CHEMISTRY. 
Prop.  Webb. 
CHEMISTRY  IV.  a.— General  Chemistry. 

Text:  McPherson  &  Henderson's  An  Elementary  Study  of 
Chemistry,  and  Lao oratory  Manual.  This  course  is  identical 
with  the  beginning  chemistry  given  in  the  autumn  quarter.  It 
comprises  lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  work.  The  course 
outlined  embraces  the  subject-matter  offered  in  the  autumn 
quarter:  the  general  nature  of  matter;  atoms  and  molecules; 
the  physical  states  of  matter;  gases,  the  gas  laws,  hydrogen, 
oxygen,  nitrogen  and  compounds,  atmosphere;  liquids;  the 
chemical  and  physical  properties  of  solutions,  electrolysis  and 
ionization;  solids,  allotropic  forms;  elementary  crystallog- 
raphy; the  halogens;  the  halogen  acids;  sulphur. 

Practical  features  will  be  emphasized;  oxidation,  fixation 
of  nitrogen;  solution,  electrolysis,  and  crystallography. 

Prerequisite — Physics,  at  least  the  subjects  of  mechanics 
and  heat.    Laboratory  fee,  $1.00. 

All  students  in  the  Summer  School  who  expect  to  enter 
again  after  Christmas  and  take  Chemistry  should  enter  upon 
this  course.

Three  double  recitation  periods  a  week,  and  two  quad- 
ruple periods  laboratory — four  credits. 
Lecture  (M.,  W.,  F.)— Room  5.     2:30. 
Laboratory  (Tu.,  Th.)— Room  1.     2 :30. 
CHEMISTRY  Junior.— Household  Chemistry. 

Text:  Allynys  Elementary  Applied  Chemistry.  This  course 
will  consist  of  practical  analyses  of  household  material.  Spe- 
cial emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  hygienic  tests  which  are 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  food  supply  of  the  Normal  School 
dining  hall.  Among  the  subjects  treated  will  be  elementary 
soil  and  water  analysis;  detection  of  normal  constituents 
and  adulterants  in  vinegar,  baking  powder,  milk,  butter,  ice 
cream,  flavors  and  other  food  materials;  the  detection  of 
preservatives  in  foods,  especially  in  milk,  meats  and  canned 
goods;  a  discussion  of  fraudulent  drugs  and  patent  medi- 
cines advertised  in  current  periodicals. 
Prerequisite — General  Chemistry.  Laboratory  fee,  50  cents. 
Junior  Normal  rank.

BIOLOGY  II.  a. — General  Biology.  Prof.  Bright. 

Text:  Herrick's  General  Zoology.  This  course  will  cover  the 
following  subject-matter :  the  relation  of  the  mineral  to  plants 
and  animals,  the  growth  of  plants  and  animals,  the  function  of 
organs,  classification,  struggle  for  existence,  geographical  dis- 
tribution, and  history  of  the  science  of  biology.  Laboratory 
work  required.

BIOLOGY  IV.  a. — Applied  Biology.  Prof.  Bright.

It  will  deal  with  the  struc- 
ture and  life  of  the  plant  and  animal,  the  principles  of  biology 
as  illustrated  by  the  plant  and  animal,  and  those  principles 
as  applied  to  human  structures  and  life.  Laboratory  work 
required.

BIOLOGY  Junior,  a. — Nature  Study.  Miss.  Herron. 

Text:  Hodge's  Nature  Study  and  Life.  This  is  a  course  in 
Nature  Study  for  primary  and  intermediate  grades.  It  sug- 
gests how  to  use  nature  study  as  a  content  subject  for  early 
expression  work;  how  to  correlate  nature  study  with  other 
work  in  the  school  room.  It  offers  special  methods  for  the 
study  of  birds  and  insects.

BIOLOGY  IV.  c. — Physiology  and  Sanitation.  Prof.  Manning. 
Text:  Davison's  Advanced  Physiology.  This  is  a  review 
course  for  teachers.  It  is  expected  that  most  of  those  who  reg- 
ister for  it  will  have  had  the  work  as  is  ordinarily  given  in 
elementary  schools.  Anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  bones, 
muscles,  nerves,  organs  of  respiration,  organs  of  digestion  will 
be  given  in  considerable  detail;  but  the  course  will  seek  espe- 
cially to  emphasize  the  fundamental  facts  of  immunology  and 
sanitation.  Certain  type  diseases,  for  example,  tuberculosis 
and  typhoid  fever  will  be  studied  in  detail,  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  their  causes,  the  organism  involved,  and 
the  means  of  their  cure  or  prevention,  but  that  such  a  study

may  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  proper  conception  of  the  principles 
of  the  preventive  hygiene  of  transmissible  diseases.  The  con- 
tagious diseases  of  the  school  child,  their  prompt  recognition, 
and  methods  for  their  restriction  will  also  be  emphasized.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  student  may  in  some  degree  be  prepared  to 
take  the  place  of  the  medical  inspector  where  the  school  has  no 
such  of f ical,  and  that  he  may  become  an  efficient  missionary  in 
the  spread  of  the  gospel  of  preventive  hygiene.  A  limited 
amount  of  laboratory  work  and  microscopic  projection  will  be 
given.

As  the  sources  and  uses  of 
food  materials  are  discussed  in  the  cooking  classes,  the  chem- 
ical nature  of  these  same  substances  will  be  considered  in  this 
course,  and  the  chemical  reactions  involved  in  the  cooking 
operations,  the  detection  of  adulterations,  and  very  elementary 
methods  of  analysis  will  be  demonstrated.

ELEMENTARY  BOOKEEPING. 

Text:  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping,  Part  I.  This  course 
covers  the  elementary  principles  of  bookkeeping  and  is  espe- 
cially designed  to  prepare  students  to  teach  in  the  elementary 
school,  and  also  for  our  advanced  courses.  Individual  instruc- 
tion is  given  and  no  study  is  required  outside  of  the  classroom. 

Second  year  Academic  rank. 

Five  double  periods  a  week — two  credits.

ADVANCED  BOOKKEEPING. 

Text:  Twentieth  Century  Bookkeeping,  Parts  II  and  III. 
This  course  is  open  only  to  those  who  have  completed  an  ele- 
mentary course,  and  is  especially  designed  to  prepare  students 
for  the  high  school  examination,  which  will  be  held  at  the 
Normal  School  at  the  close  of  the  summer  term.  Individual  in- 
struction is  given  and  no  study  outside  of  the  classroom  is  re- 
quired.

Text:  Gregg  Manual.  This  course  is  open  only  to  students 
who  have  had  previous  knowledge  of  Gregg  Shorthand,  and  is 
designed  to  prepare  students  for  the  State  High  School  exam- 
ination.

Five  single  periods  a  week — two  credits.

TYPEWRITING. 

Text:  Rational  Typewriting.  Teachers  will  find  this  course 
especially  attractive,  as  it  will  enable  them  to  prepare  work  for 
classes  much  more  easily,  quickly  and  attractively,  and  there- 
fore get  much  better  results  and  win  a  higher  esteem  from 
their  pupils.  The  instruction  is  individual  and  requires  no 
study  outside  of  the  classroom.

DRAWING  I. — Construction  Work  for  Primary  Grades. 

The  aims  and  methods  of  art  education  will  be  discussed  in 
this  course,  also  relation  of  art  work  to  every  day  life.  Prac- 
tical problems  in  paper  cutting,  free-hand  drawing,  raffia,  and 
other  forms  of  construction  work  that  mRj  be  carried  out  in 
the  school  room  with  simple  equipment  will  be  studied.

DRAWING  III. — Design  and  Perspective.

These  principles  are  applied  in  the 
sketching  of  objects,  interiors,  and  later  in  landscape  composi- 
tion. Design  is  studied  to  give  a  general  knowledge  of  com- 
position. The  designing  of  wall  paper  and  carpet  patterns  will 
be  studied  and  also  advanced  reed  and  raffia  work.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot,  called  NORMAL,  located 
on  the  school  grounds.  Pupils  should,  if  possible,  when  leav- 
ing home,  buy  tickets  and  check  baggage  to  NORMAL.  If  this 
cannot  be  done,  then  upon  arrival  at  New  Union  Station,  Mem- 
phis, buy  ticket  and  check  baggage  to  NORMAL.  Pupils  who 
come  on  the  Illinois  Central  will  transfer  to  New  Union  Station 
and  then  buy  ticket  and  check  ibaggage  as  above.  Then  take 
street  car  and  transfer  to  Normal  School  line.  This  will  bring 
you  direct  to  the  school  and  save  an  expensive  transfer. 

Postoffi? 
A  branch  of  the  Memphis  Postofiiue  has  been  established  in 
Prescott  Plats  just  across  from  the  campus.  It  affords  the  stu- 
dents and  school  authorities  every  postoffiee  convenience. 
Mail  should  be  addressed  to  Memphis,  Tennessee,  care  West 
Tennessee  Normal  School. 

Location  and  Buildings. 

The  site  of  the  West  Tennessee  State  Normal  is  near  Buntyn, 
about  six  miles  from  Main  Street,  Memphis.  It  is  on  the  South- 
ern Railway,  and  connects  with  the  city  by  a  regular  street  car 
line.  The  Southern  Railway  has  a  depot  called  Normal  on  the 
ground,  with  telegraph  and  express  offices. 

The  main  building  is  an  imposing  structure  three  hundred 
and  thirty-eight  feet  long  and  about  one  hundred  and  eighty 
feet  wide.  The  entire  lower  floor  is  devoted  to  Physics  and 
Chemistry  laboratories,  the  Department  of  Domestic  Science 
and  Home  Economics  and  Manual  Training.  The  main  Aca- 
demic Hall  contains,  in  addition  to  the  spacious  auditorium, 
fifty  large,  airy,  well-lighted  rooms  for  class  instruction.  We 
feel  justified  in  saying  that  this  is  the  finest  school  building  in 
the  South. 

The  ladies'  dormitory  is  a  magnificent,  absolutely  fireproof 
building,  containing  one  hundred  and  ten  rooms.  Wide  ver- 
andas, hallways,  parlors  and  reception  rooms  give  the  surround- 
ings a  homelike  appearance.  In  each  room  are  a  lavatory  with 
running  water,  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  two  spacious  closets, 
shades,  rugs,  table,  dresser,  chairs,  two  single  beds,  mattresses 
and  springs.  The  building  is  equipped  with  thirty-six  elegant 
bathrooms  with  tile  floors  and  marble  wainscoting.  Only  two 
girls  occupy  a  room  during  regular  terms.  The  building  con- 
tains, in  addition  to  the  living  rooms,  special  quarters  for  the 
matron  and  housekeeper,  a  splendidly  equipped  infirmary,  din- 
ing room,  kitchen  and  storage  rooms. 

The  young  men  will  be  assigned  rooms  in  Prescott  Plats  and 
Messick  School. 
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Equipment. 

More  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  has  been  spent  in 
laboratory  equipment.  The  physics,  chemistry  and  biology 
departments  are  furnished  with  all  apparatus  necessary  for 
each  pupil  to  conduct  individual  experiments.  This  apparatus 
is  all  of  the  latest  type,  most  of  it  being  imported  from  Ger- 
many. Thirty  cook  ranges  and  twenty  sewing  machines  have 
been  installed  in  the  Home  Economics  Department.  The  Man- 
ual Training  Department  has  been  equipped  with  all  tools  and 
materials  necessary  for  properly  teaching  the  Industrial  Arts. 
Arrangements  have  been  r^ade  for  an  excellent  working  labo- 
ratory for  the  investigate  a  of  scientific  agriculture.  At  an 
early  date  an  experiment  station  will  be  established  for  the 
study  of  animal  husbandry,  horticulture,  poultry  raising,  etc. 
The  Bookkeeping  Department  has  been  installed  in  ample  quar- 
ters and  provided  with  typewriters  and  all  appliances  necessary 
for  instruction  in  accounting,  with  special  reference  to  rural 
conditions.  Special  attention  is  given  in  the  Commercal  De- 
partment to  stenography  and  typewrting.  Messick  School,  a 
suburban  school,  has  been  set  aside  as  the  pedagogical  labora- 
tory. Here  pupils  observe  teaching  in  the  elementary  school 
"branches  conducted  by  experts.  Only  the  seniors  will  be  per- 
mitted to  do  practice  teaching.  The  student  will  have  access 
to  the  library  of  several  hundred  well-chosen  books. 

General  Eegulations  and  Suggestions. 

Students  must  comply  cheerfully  with  these  and  any  other 
regulations  made  by  the  Faculty. 

Pupils  should  not  keep  money  in  their  rooms.  They  should 
deposit  their  money  with  the  Bursar,  who  in  turn  will  deposit 
same  in  a  Memphis  bank.  They  may  check  on  the  Bursar  for 
small  amounts  when  needed.  Pupils  will  be  encouraged  to  be 
economical. 

Pupils  should  notify  the  President  before  arrival,  so  rooms 
may  be  reserved  for  them.  Efforts  should  be  made  to  arrive  in 
Memphis  in  the  daytime.  A  member  of  the  Faculty  will  meet 
new  students  at  the  station  if  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of 
train  is  given.  The  Normal  School  street  car,  leaving  Main  and 
Madison  Avenue  every  thirty  minutes,  will  take  pupils  to  the 
Normal  building.  Baggage  should  be  checked  plainly,  care  of 
"West  Tennessee  State  Normal  School,  Normal,  via  Memphis, 
Tenn. 

Unless  excused  by  the  President,  students  must  'be  present 
at  all  general  exercises  of  the  school.  They  must  present  in 
writing  to  the  teacher  the  cause  of  absence  at  any  recitation. 

No  student -shall  discontinue  a  study  except  for  good  cause, 
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of  which  the  department  teacher,  head  of  the  department,  and 
the  President  shall  be  the  judges. 

Students  leaving  school  without  completing  their  studies  and 
without  taking  final  examinations  will  receive  no  credit  for 
work  done.  Upon  re-entering  the  school  they  must  take  exam- 
inations on  the  studies  not  completed  before  they  can  pursue 
work  of  a  higher  rank. 

Girls  must  not  leave  the  grounds  without  the  consent  of  the 
matron.  Girls  must  not  receive  company  on  school  days.  Cer- 
tain times  will  he  set  aside  for  the  social  affairs,  and  students 
must  conform  to  these  regulations. 

Athletic  teams  must  not  lose  time  from  school  in  making 
athletic  trips. 

Pupils  are  urged  to  enter  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 
If  they  enter  after  work  has  progressed  to  any  considerable 
extent  they  are  placed  at  a  great  disadvantage. 

All  pupils  are  urged  to  attend  the  church  of  their  choice  at 
least  once  each  Sunday.  Many  of  the  churches  of  the  city  are 
within  walking  distance  of  the  school,  and  all  may  be  reached 
in  a  short  time  by  street  car. 

Pupils  upon  reaching  school  should  report  at  once  to  the 
office,  where  they  will  be  furnished  with  proper  blanks  for 
registration.  The  Faculty  will  gladly  assist  students  in  making 
out  registration  and  schedule  cards. 

All  heavy  furniture  needed  in  the  rooms  is  furnished  by  the 
school.  Single  beds  are  used  exclusively.  Pupils  furnish  their 
own  pillows,  bed  linen  and  bed  cover. 

Health. 

The  health  of  the  Normal  School  students  during  the  two 
years  of  its  existence  has  been  exceptionally  good.  No  serious 
illness  has  occurred,  and  none  due  to  local  causes.  Every  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  sanitary  conditions  about  the  school  buildings 
and  grounds,  and  precaution  is  taken  to  guard  the  health  of 
all  in  attendance. 

The  water  supply  is  pure  and  healthful,  as  is  indicated  by  the 
analysis  submitted  below : 

Hygienic  Analysis  of  the  Vv^ater  Supply  op  the  West  Ten- 
nessee State  Normal,  January,  1914. 

The  water  used  for  all  purposes  by  the  West  Tennessee  State 
Normal  comes  from  an  artesian  well  bored  to  a  depth  of  450 
feet,  and  is  pumped  daily  into  a  large  storage  tank. 

A  geological  study  of  West  Tennessee  shows  the  source  of  this 
water  to  be  the  rainfall  in  that  area  of  the  State  between  Collier- 
ville  and  Grand  Junction.  After  percolating  through  twenty- 
five  to  fifty  miles  of  sand,  it  reaches  wells  which  pierce  the  water- 
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bearing  stratum  at  a  depth  of  from  250  to  750  feet  below  the 
surface  of  Memphis.  Wells  shallower  than  this  receive  only  the 
rainfall  of  their  immediate  vicinity.  (United  States  Geological 
Survey,  Water  Supply  Paper  No.  164.)  That  this  enormous 
"filter  bed"  thoroughly  purifies  the  water  is  evidenced  by  the 
following  analysis,  carried  out  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Normal 
School : 

Physical  Properties.  Temperature,  Color,  Etc.  The  water 
comes  from  the  well  at  a  temperature  of  62  to  63  degrees  Fahren- 
heit, and  when  drawn  from  the  faucets  is  often  slightly  turbid. 
This  turbidity  is  due  to  the  presence  of  iron  in  the  form  of  fer- 
rous hydrogen  carbonate,  which,  due  to  the  release  of  pressure, 
and  exposure  to  the  air,  precipitates  brown  iron  hydroxide.  The 
water  is  odorless,  but  with  a  distinct  taste  of  iron. 

Chemical  Composition.  Its  principal  constituents  are  pres- 
ent in  the  following  proportions : 

Total  Solids:     Filtered  water 84.5  parts  per  million 

Alkalinity:    Due  to  sodium  carbonate .. 44.5  parts  per  million 

Temporary  Hardness:    Due  to  iron  bi- 
carbonate       4.45  parts  per  million 

Oxygen  Consumption:  By  the  use  of  a  suitable  re-agent  (potas- 
sium permanganate)  the  organic  matter  in  water  will  be  oxidized. 
The  measurement  of  the  amount  of  oxygen  required  is  an  indica- 
tion of  the  amount  of  pollution,  if  any.  The  water  examined  re- 
quired from  .71  to  .72  parts  of  oxygen  per  million — a  very  small 
amount.  A  figure  of  three  times  this  value  is  hygienically  ac- 
ceptable. 

Ammonia.  Another  indication  of  pollution  is  the  presence  of 
large  amounts  of  ' '  free  ammonia ' '  from  decayed  substances,  and 
of  "albuminoid  ammonia"  from  undecomposed  animal  matter. 

Free  ammonia 0.175  parts  per  million 

Albuminoid  ammonia 0.1      parts  per  million 

Contamination  is  only  proved  by  amounts  of  ammonia  many 
times  larger  than  exist  in  these  samples. 

Iron:    In  the  form  of  iron  bicarbonate.  .4.46  parts  per  million 

Other  constituents  of  little  hygienic  importance  are  found  as 
follows : 

Sulfates 1.24  parts  per  million 

Sodium  chloride 4.68  parts  per  million 

Calcium  and  magnesium  small  amounts. 

Carbonic  acid,  free trace. 

Silica   trace. 

Nitrates,  nitrites,  lead,  sulfur,  or  deleter- 
ious substances   none. 

Bacteriological  Examination.  A  sample  of  the  water  was  sub- 
mitted to  Mr.  P.  W.  Holtzendorf ,  City  Bacteriologist  of  Memphis, 
and  the  following  report  received :

The  conclusions  reached  regarding  this  water  are  that  there  are 
no  sources  of  pollution,  and  the  water  is  pure  and  healthful.
